SCHOOL REPORT. 


CiT1ZENS OF BaRNSTEAD: In conformity to the requirements of 
the statute, we respectfully submit the following report of the Publ ic 
Schools of Barnstead : 

~The past year there have been schools in the Locke’s Corner, North, 
White Oaks, Shackford, Clarktown, Centre, Beauty Hill, Parade, Dennett 


i and Tasker school-houses, each of uniform length, viz. 18 weeks. There 


were a few scholars in the Berry district that could not attend the 
White Oaks school, at the Spring term, but not enough to warrant a 
regular school; therefore we employed Mrs. Edith T. Berry to hear 
their recitations at her home, at an expense of $12.00 per month. Soonare 
gular school will have to be maintained at the Berry school-house and 
will be whenever desired by the parents. that have so courteously sent 
their children to the White Oaks school the past three years. 

In the Tasker district the same condition of things existed as in the 
Berry district: we employed Miss Anna C. Tasker as teacher at $12.00 
per month and the persons interested in having a school, contributed the 
balance necessary to pay the teachers salary. At the fall term, there be- 
ing the requisite number of scholars, there was a regular term at the 
expense of the town. 

Also in the Bickford district there were not scholars enough for 
a school. Finding satisfactory arrangments could be made for the con- 
veyance of the scholars to the Parade school, we employed Mrs. A. G, 
Nutter to convey them for the Spring term, at an expense of $24.00. 
For the fall term Julius Gardner conveyed them at anexpense of $19.00. 
We also paid A. G. Nutter $5.00 to hear the recitations of the Nutter boy. 
Thus at an expense of $39.00 the opening of a school there was obviated. 

The schools have been in the main successful. The ideal school 
wherein there shall be prompt attendance, correct deportment, diligent 
application and perfect orcer on the part of pupils, with devoted, faithful 
competent teachers, seconded by the active co-operation of all parents 
seems yet in the distance. But year by year some progress is made. The, 
serious hindrance in our schools is the want of good order; teachers that 
possess all other cardinal virtues, tail here, and failure here is fatal to 
schools and scholarship. Another year’s experience confirms the opinion 
heretofore expressed. that this want of order is largely attributable to 
parents. Pupils unaccustemed to obedience in their homes, rarely become 
orderly in the school reom. Any observing person, who has had experience 
in the school room can readily point out the pupils that are obedient in 
one schvol in town—the White Oaks. There the parents heartily support

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the teacher and visit her in the school room; the thorough work done in 


their homes. The good influence exerted by parents is plainly visible in 
this school shows what can be -done when a good teacher is aided and 
encouraged by parents. We trust parents will think of this and give their 


influence to aid the teacher, whose task is hard, and whose best efforts © 


are too often unappreciated. 

The parents of scholars attending one school in town, met and 
agreed upon the teacher they desired and notified the school board season” 
ably thereof; we cheerfully appoint.d the teacher designated, and heartily 
commend this action on their part. If this course was generally followed 
much irritation might be aovided and harmony prevail between school 
boards and parents. 

The number -of scholars in the two village schoois are quite 
large and are likely to increase. There is need of a strong, firm hand in 
these schools; experience indicates that a male teacher is needed there. 
You are about to raise money for the support of schools. We hope that 
no other motive than the good of your children and the prosperity of our 
town will influence your vote. Whether we remain in the present town 
system or return to the old district system, more money than the amount 
the law compels us to raise, is needed. We have been to considerable 
expense to secure railroad facilities and a highway necessitated thereby 
The towu has been generous in exempting manufacturing establishments 
from taxation, in order to bring men and business into town, yet if we fail 
to maintain good schools we shall lose the most desirable class of men 
already within our borders and repel others equally desirable that propose 
to come. 

The outlook is that soon there must be a school in every school 
house in town, whether we remain in the town system or otherwise. The 
question whether we will go back to the district system will be before you 
at the annual town meeting. When the present law went into operation 
it was feared that its effects would be to injure the schools outside the 
villages; the practical results of the past five years have shown that the 
smaller schools have had terms of equal length with the village schools, 
a condition of things that never happened under the old system. The 
theory of our government is, that all bear equal burdens and are entitled 
to equal privileges, therefore every child is rightly entitled to equal 
privileges to obtain a common school education. If we vote to go back 
to the district system every tax payer will be subjected to a tax to buy 
back the school houses the town bought when the law went into effect. 
In many districts, this tax, added to the regular town tax would be quite 
burdensome to tax payers. And after we had bought back our school 
houses, in one-half the districts the amount of money apportioned them 
for schools, based upon the amount raised for schools the present year, 
would not support a term of more than ten weens for the year. This is a 
matter of great interest to every man, woman and child in our good old 
town. Neither prejudice or passion should effect its determination. We 
commend the subject to your considerate attention. 


~ 
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Enos George, a member of the school board, on account of contin- 
ved ill health has tendered his resignation. It is with regret that we 
make this announcement. Mr. George had long experience as a teacher, 
and had served repeatedly as Superintendent of schools under the old law. 
His experience and interest in the cause of education, faith in common 
schools, and sound judgment made him a valuable member of the board. 
The town will be fortunate indeed, if men like him can be found to accept 
the vacant places upon the board.
